It is with great pleasure that we submit this Annual Town 
Report of the Town of Burnham. 


In spite of the continuance of the very bad employment sit- 
uation last Spring, the financial condition of the Town re- 
mains good. 


At the time of the closing of the books on February 1, 1951, 
all bills had been paid to date, and all notes paid in full. 


During the fiscal Town year we had over $1200 in past 
bills that were not paid the year before. 


We have some overdrawn accounts—among them the Town 
charges. The auditor recommends raising more money be- 
because there are certain bills that have to come out of this 
account. Due to only $200.00 being raised last year this ac- 
count was badly overdrawn. 


Another overdrawn account is the Poor Account. This is 
partly due to Doctors’ and hospital cases. 


As of this writing, we are unfortunately confronted with a 
certain new Town poor bill which will take a great propor- 
tion of next year’s appropriation. In other words, the Poor 


Account is uncertain, and needs a great amount of considera- 
tion.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING ANNUAL REPORT 
1950 


During the first six months of 1950 the Pubilc Health Nurs- 
ing activities in your town were cut to a minimum because 
your former nurse was away on educational leave. With the 
transfer to a new nurse to the area some time was necessary 
for orientation to the new district. The time used in this man- 
ner is essential to build up working relationships in the com- 
munity so that a good health program can be planned. 

Three child Health Conferences were held during the Sum- 
mer months. The total attendance was 28. Immunizations 
were completed as follows: 1 smallpox, 3 diphtheria, 3 whoop- 
ing cough, and 3 tetanus. One child was found to have a pos- 
itive patch test and this was followed up by X-ray. Each 
child was given a physical examination. It must be remem- 
bered that aim of Child Health Conferences is to offer physi- 
cal examinations for infants and pre-school children. If any 
defects are found, the children are referred to their family 
doctor or clinic for treatment. This service is especially val- 
uable in a town where there is no doctor and a large percent- 
age of the children do not have an opportunity to have year- 
ly examinations. This is made possible for you through the 
combined efforts of your community and state It is hoped 
that when this service is offered next Summer that more 
people will realize the value and will take advantage of this 
opportunity. 

Health supervision through home visiting has been done, 
and your schools have been visited. Many children have at- 
tended state sponsored clinics and home visits have been 
made to interpret recommendations that were made. 

In this year ahead of us, the Civil Defense program will 
undoubtedly become active and, among other things, immu- 
nizations will be stressed. In the event of disaster and the 
necessity of using Maine as an evacuation area, it will be es- 
sential for us to have our own population as well protected as 
possible against communicable diseases. 

Plans for your town for 1951 will include Child Health Con- 
ferences, more extensive home visiting, audiometer testing 
in the schools, and an immunization program. 

In the face of a national emergency, as well as a possible 
local emergency, it will be necessary for all of us to work to- 
gether for a sound health program. 

I would like to take this opportunity to thank you for your 
cooperation.

An audit has been completed of the books and records of 
the Town of Burnham for the fiscal year ended February 20, 
1950. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The assessment and commitment records and the records 
of collections of the 1949 tax levy were reviewed. 

Monies, appropriated at the annual Town Meeting for mu- 
nicipal requirements, were substantiated by an examination 
of the minutes of the meeting. 

Vouchers and payrolls supporting expenditures were re- 
viewed to the extent deemed necessary. Cash receipts were 
traced to the records of the Treasurer and to deposit in the 
depository bank. 

The records of the trust fund transactions were examined 
as well as the investments representing the several funds. 

Excise tax receipts were checked in detail from the copies 
of the receipts which were retained by the Collector. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $817.15 at the year end was account- 
ed for as follows:

An analysis of the Treasurer’s recorded receipts and de- 
posits indicated that all cash received had been promptly de- 
posited in the bank. All cash in the hands of the Treasurer 
had been deposited as of the closing date. 

Accounts receivable of $1,586.53 represent charges to the 
State of Maine and other towns on account of charity expen- 
ditures. The balance of 8 cents was determined to be due 
from the 1949 tax collector. 
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The taxes receivable at February 20, 1950, totaled $3,769.32. 
Of this amount $2,817.31 represents unpaid accounts of the 
1949 commitment, and the balance of $952.01 resulted from 
prior years’ commitments. 


Transactions affecting the 1948, 1947, and 1946 tax liens 
were reviewed. The tax lien balance at February 20, 1950 was 
$1,340.54. Of this amount $1,150.75 represents unredeemed 
liens of the 1948 commitment, and the balance of $189.79 
represents unredeemed liens of the 1947 commitment. The 
tax liens, as listed on schedule A-12, were found on file with 
the Treasurer. 


The tax acquired property account is stated as in the pre- 
vious year as no activity occurred during the period under 
review. 


LIABILITIES 


The accounts payable of $1.72 represents tax overpay- 
ments. 


The required amount of $1,000.00 was appropriated at the 
last annual meeting to meet bond obligations coming due dur- 
ing the year. Bond No. 4 of the serial issue, dated May 1, 
1945, matured in May of 1949 and was paid. The cancelled 
bond was available for inspection, together with the cancelled 
interest coupons. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


The net unexpended balances of appropriation accounts 
carried forward to the ensuing year, amounted to $873.94. 
These balances represent school accounts of $826.05 and 
Mount Cemetery Fence of $100.00, and an overdraft of $52.11 
in the highway accounts. 


As a result of the current year’s operations the Town’s 
surplus was increased by $1,051.16. A complete analysis of 
the change in this account is shown on Exhibit C of this re- 
port. 


TRUST FUNDS 


During the period under review, the amount of $88.51 
which represented unexpended trust fund income interming- 
led with the general fund cash, was transferred to the trust 
fund accounts. As of the audit date the principal and unex- 
pended income had been properly segregated and the status 
oF he BLAOUs funds was determined to be as shown on Sched- 
ule A-9. 


The bonds and savings account, representing the invest- 
ment of cemetery perpetual care funds, were verified by phys-

ical inspection of the securities and savings passbook. It was 
ascertained that all income received had been properly re- 
corded and that disbursements had been made for the upkeep 
of cemetery lots in accordance with the terms of the trusts. 


REVENUE AND EXPENDITURES 


A statement of revenue and expenditures is presented on 
Exhibit B. This statement is a consolidated analysis of the 
operations of the Town for the current year, which reflects a 
net loss from operations of $463.03. The net loss has been 
transferred to the surplus account. 


GENERAL 


The excise tax receipts were verified by examination of the 
copies retained by the Collector and deposits with the Treas- 
urer. The total collections of $1,829.51 were accounted for as 
follows: 


1949—Nos. 51 to 253 $1,218.02 
1950—Nos. 1 to 75 611.49 
Deposited with the Treasurer $1,829.51 


The surety bonds of the Collector and Treasurer were not 
available for inspection. However, an examination of the 
Town Clerk’s records indicated that bonds had been fur- 
nished. 


Overdrafts were noted in several appropriation accounts, 
the summary of which is shown on Exhibit D. The Attorney 
General has rendered an opinion on this point and it is includ- 
ed for the benefit of the municipal officers. 


“The municipal officers are bound by the terms of the 
articles in the warrant calling the meeting providing for 
the expenditure of money. The officers should not spend 
more than the taxpayers appropriated at town meeting, 
unless the statute expressly authorizes an expenditure in 
excess of the appropriation.” 


The provisions of Chapter 64, Section 81, of the Revised 
Statutes of 1944, however, relate to expenditures of monies 
for highway purposes and permit overdrafts in cases of emer- 
gencies to the extent of 15% of the appropriation.
